What-To Do Next. 
Plant Seme Trees. 


Yes, I know that the ground is cov- 
ered with snow, and the weather does 


not look very “springy;” but, this is |=<= 


a splendid time to resolve to plant 
trees; to select the place; to select the 
tree; and, it will be but a few days un- 
til the trees can be taken up in the 
woods, 

Too Many Dreary Homes. 

There are too many dreary, barren, 
lonesome-looking homesteads. in this 
county. Too many standing out in 
the sun and wind, barren and naked, 
without a tree, shrub, or flower. Trees, 
shrubs and flowers ought to abound 
around every Crawford County home. 
When well planted, the property 
looks much better from the road. The 
home seems more like home to the 
wife. The home is more attractive to 
the children. Yes, you have time 
enough to set out a few trees and bush- 
es. A man shows his real self in the 
kind of a home he stands for. 


How To Do It. 


Trees from the woods do best if 
moved before the ground thaws out. 
Why not move some before spring 
work begins? Select well-shaped trees, 
not more than 6 or 8 feet high, that 
have grown by themselves, out in op- 
en places not where they were crowd- 
ed. Grab outa chunk of dirt and 
roots as big as a buggy wheel. Slide 
onto bob sled, dray or. stone boat and 
haul to planting place. Have the hole 
there as large as mass of roots to be 
planted. Don’t put manure in hole. 
Put in best dark dirt first: Tramp 
extra hard as you fill hole. Earth 
must be tight around the hair-like 
roots, for they are the ones that feed 
the tree or shrub. 

Don’t fill up front yard with trees 
planted with checker-board regulari- 
ty. Leave the front yard for the 
lawn that you owe it to your family 
to make. Look at bulletin I sent ev- 
ery farmer: “Beautifying the Farm- 
stead.” Mass trees and shrubs in 
corners, on sides of yards, along 
drives, along roadsides, and to hide 
unpleasant sights. 


Show ’Em. 


Why not take a few days to do 
some planting before the ground is dry 
enough so you can haul manure or 


work the fields? 

Make people say when they go past: 
“My he has made a big change in this 
place!” You will never regret your 
efforts. The woods not far from you 
contain many splendid shrubs, ever- 
green trees, and trees that annually 
drop their leaves. 

Mulch Them. 

What ever you plant, mulch it. 
'Mulch it with coarse straw, or corn- 
stalks,—a place the size of a buggy 
iwheel. Cover mulch with bits of 
board or with chunks of wood. This 
mulch will retain a great amount of 
aoaoce gana 
moisture, and will probably keep you 
from wasting your work, as it will in- 
sure the living of the thing planted.

The present 
corporation tax Hmit 1s $10,000 and 
the senate had raised {t to $50,000 in 
the bill ft sent over to the house and 
which the latter now has sensation- 
ally raised to nearly half a million 
dollars. The jJegal status of the cor- 
poration tax is that of a franchise 
fee and ft has prevailed in numerous 
states, but nowhere jn such a heavy 
sum as the house has decided upon. 
Many menibers fear that if such a 
maximum. stands it will result in the 
law being overruled in the courts, As 
the maximum sum possible would be 
paid only by four or five great auto- 
mobile manufacturing concerns, the 
passage of the bill by the house at 
suche a figure is conceded to be a 
sidp by the 2-cent gasoline tax advo- 
cates at the motor car opposition 
.The gasoline tax supporters did not 
hold their entire strength in the cor- 
poration tax vote, a few of them be- 
Neving that a mistake was being 
made, but they did hold 71 of them. 
only 25 members voting no on the 
$450.000 maximum proposal, For the 
gasoline tax bill there were 81 favor- 
able votes tn the house. The whole 
matter undoubtedly will have to be 
ironed out in conference, Much 
speculation is being indulged in as 
to haw many so-called big measures 
before this session will fail of having 
final action taken before the legis- 
lature quits work.

Only the candidates who observe 
Saturday as their Sabbath ure entitled 
to write the Saturday subjects on 
Wednesday. All other candidates 
must write their examination on 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday in ac- 
cordance with the schedule furnished 
for the examination.
